LONG-WHARF. This wharf hat been the 


!t'j»ic of !B«?rt r.nnv,»Mn!inn of late in our 
community. 
It appears that the Trustees 


of tho wsstern extension of the vharf pe- 
titioned the General Assembly (or liberty to 
widen the head thereof, both on the norih 
and on the south, somo sixty feet, or more, 
at their diicretion. This petition was op. 
posed by the Rev. Dr. Jackson, so far is 
the northern extension it concerned. 
The 


fuels in the case, us we hare learned them 
from Or. J., are simply those. 


Some five yeaas since Dr. J., purchased 


a lot on Thames Street, upon which had 
stood an old ruin for a number of yearn, 
and which wa> exceedingly obnoxious to 
our citizen*. This ruin he cauted to be 
removed, and in its place he erected a largo 
and costly edifice for his own residence 
Soon after he began the foundation, he 
learned that the property on the Causeway 
on Washington Street opposite to his lot on 
Thames Street, was private property. 
He 


immediately contracted for every vacan; 
water lot thereon situated, uve one, and 
having secured these, he obtained thereby 
a beautiful prospect ol the bar; end ex- 
panded much money which he would not 
have otherwise done, which prospect ho hag 
cv«r sine* enjoyed without any molestation 
from a [IT .ens ; and upon the property thus 
acquired he pays taxes as he does upon that 
wiiereon he built his home, and has in 
evdry instance refused every applicant for 
a lease or sale of any portion of hii proper- 
ty on Washington Street.

Tho Ward lot on the north,and idjacent 


to"7he Long-wharf, in a western direction, 
w.iuld be cut off tram JNarragsnsett Bay, 
by tho extension of the wharf as has boon 
proposed northward; when therefore the 
pstition as abovo referred to was presented, 
Dr. J., offered a remonstrance. To the 
Southern extension, as proposed, he did not 
object, and if the authorities see cause, it 
can, as it could have been done in May, be 
granted.
